.4 Bill further to amend the Constitution of India 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. (0 This Act may be called the Constitution (Amendment) Act, 1976. Sboit

(2): It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. ment.

OBJECTS ANC RSTKVSQJ^S^ 

Many a time it ts argued tnat tne provisions ot Article of the Con¬ 
stitution are directory in charactei'. No doubt this Article is one of the 
facets of Article 46, which % dhe of the Directive Principles of State 
Policy enumerated in Part IV of Constitution. At one stage the 
opinion of thd Attomey-Gepej^^^j.vv^s he was of the view that 

the provisions of Article 335 were directory and not mandatory in charac¬ 
ter. On the other hand Justice '^uliba. Sad of the Supreme Court in one of 
his Judgments opirieA Airtfole S3S coHlJaihed' a ihandatory direction 
giv^ to the State to te,ke the claims of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled

Thf WOhds ’'coiiSitefiently Wlth'the mairrteniuica'of efficiency of adminis- 
trationi’jioccui^jing in* Article 335 the'appointing authorities have been in- 
terpretdd for shutting out the'claim,? bf Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes candidates for appointment to services under the Government. The 
rational policy to ensure tli«! these classes of citizens whom the society 
has not given fair treatment for centuries should get justice and proiier 
consideration has to be given effect to. In order to achieve this objec¬ 
tive, it is necessary to amend Article 335 of the Constitution as has been 
suggested in this Bill.
